method of work Mr. Fiske says: "Dur- 
ing my visits Dickens was not at work 
upon a novel, but ho shut himself in 
Fcohter's chalet from 11 a. m. to 8 p. 
m. almost every day. This was another 
part of hia methodical system. 
If ho 


felt in the mood ho would write an 'Un- 
commercial Traveler' article. If not, ho 
would answer letters, read AH thn 
Year Bound proofs, jot down ideas or fill 
up the time with some sort of literary 
labor. This, he told me, was his self 
discipline. 
The 0110 room in the chalet 


was sparsely furnished and had windows 
on all sides commanding qniet, pleasant 
views of fields and plantations. He sel- 
dom talked of his books, but one rainy 
day he showed we t.ho bound manu- 
script of one of ihom and told me his 
mSnfocroT'p'lanning a story, Hating 
selected a subject, he would write down 
tho uamo of the hero and surround it 
with queries. 'Shall he be rich? Parents 
or guardians? Defrauded of his prop- 
Wty? Aii early lova?' ami so on with 
the other characters na they occurred to 
him. Ho always used blue ink, and so 
did Yatos and Halliday and the other 
writers of what was then 'the Dickons 
school.' They all called him chief, and 
ho lilted the titlo. "

not the experience of eighty-one years 
worth more than the predictions of 
frothy orators who know no more 
about the future than those who are 
not in tho service of the gold byudicate? 


What country, if »ny, in anciout or 


modern times bad too much silver? If 
there ever was such a country history 
falls to mention where it wfis located, 
or tell us that its people suffered be- 
cause oi' a flood of silver. 


Statisticians say that all tho gold coia 


in the world would only make a cube 
of 22 feet, that is a room 22 feet long, 
22 feet wide and 22 feet, high would 
hold all the gold in the world. All the 
silver in the world could be placed iu 
a cube about sixteen times as large us 
the gold cube. 
Would that make a 


flood if it was all coined and iu circula- 
tion in the United States that would 
endanger the country ? 
Statisticians 


say it would amount to about $63 fur 
each inhabitant of the United Stutos. 
Who doubts our ability to withstand 
such a flood, and who among the 
masses of the people would not rejoice 
at such a flood ? 


fiat there is no danger of such u 


silver freshet as Mr. Banna's hired 
prophets predict. Silver is worth more 
in Europe than it is in the United 
States, and Asia has been known for 
years as the burying ground for silver. 
It is the bourne from which no silver 
coins return. Silver brought here from 
foreign countries and coined at our 
mints would have to bo invested here, 
as it would be worth less in American 
coins in Europe than before it was 
brought here. Silver ia the money of 
the masses. It is the money which 
supports the churchmen who are cry- 
ing out against its coinage. It is the 
money handled by those who deal in 
the common necessaries of life, be- 
cause it is the money of the people. 
Are those who are working from one 
week's end to the other for silver 
afraid they will get too much of it, and 
that they will have to work less time to 
get all they want of it ?

debts and purchase the necessaries and 
comfort* of life than to have men vain.
